When 
lie atarted dn his return ho forgot all about 
the promise ho had made and did not bring 
the dollar, On finding this out the crowd 
of mondicants sot upon him. Feeling sure 
that no more beggara would dare to act as 
they were doing, he called his guards and 
ordered thom to arrest tho supposed men- 
dicants, Three were captured, tho'rest 
taking to flight. On searching the place, 


yellow flags with seals stamped on then 
were found under the atraw-beds. ‘Theso 
apparently wrotched people wore members 
of the Kolao Hui, Tho prisoners are 
awaiting their trial.

LEON v. CHEUNG TOT 

This was a claim for $1,000 for assault 
Mr Robinaon, instructed by Mr Wilkinson, 
was for tho plaintitf, and Mfr Francis, Qc, 
inatracted by Messrs Wotton aud Deaeon, 
for the defonoo. 

Mr Robinson said tho plaintil!’ waa the 
wifo of a clerk in tho employ of Meeara 
Blackhead & Oo., who up till quite recently 
hud been a tenant of thedefendant, When 
they left defendant’s house, there was a emul 

gum owing for reat, and on tho Sth Sep- 
tembor the wife went to pay this money or 
a part of it, . Some dispute arose when alo 
tendered puyment ond the defoudant abus- 
ed tho plaintiff. Sho went to her husband's 
office and told him: of what bad ocourred, 
and after business hours the husband re- 
tumed with plaintiff’ to make enquitics 
about what had taken place. Turthor 
words onsued between the purlioa and de- 
fondant ordored them to leave the house. 
As they were leaving, the husband being 
in front and the wife behind, the defendant 
pushed the wife, cauaing ber to fall forward 
into tho street on her face, Sho was in 
the family way and tho result was that the 
following day she bad o miscarriage, wml at. 
was in respect of thia assault that tho pre- 
sent action was brought. ‘Te child, which 
inthe ordinary way would have beet born, 
was a boy, and was the only boy in the 
amily, 

‘Blarie Leon, tho pluintitf, .sve evidence 
asto the assault, She admitted thae after 
having some words with the detendant shu 
had shaken ber fist at him, wnd_ that ber 
husband had separatcd them, Dofendant 
took her ambrella from her and struck her 
with it, [t was not correct that in saving 
the house ahe tripped over the step and ful 
inte the: streot. Defendant deliberately 
pusbed her: into the street. Shoe nover 
atruck the defendant. She had buen mar- 
ried about 4 years, ‘The result of the blow 
sho reccived from the defendant was that 
ghe had a mideatriage. 

‘Miobael Franoisce Ton, husband of the 
plaintif, said—On Aturdey, September 
bth, 1 went to the defendant’s house with 
Mra Loon botween five and six o'clock. Wo 
went in dnd spoke to tho defendant and I 
asked bim why he had insulted my wife 
whon abe had’ called carlier in the day. 
He at.once gave her a blow in the left eye 
with bie right hand ond with his loft he got 
hold of her umbrella and hit her twice on 
the body.

advantage of the occasion ty coramit iu- 
cendiarism and pillage and so cause o 
catastrophe of the gravest momeut. In the 
various other districts of the province false 
rumours were subsequontly widely cirsu- 
lated and anunymons placards mado their 
appearance.

THE CONSPIRATORS LY HONGKONG. 


Peter Toussaint deposed—I_ am a soa- 
man, and a British subject. I know the 
accused. I fitst saw him in Heugkong, at 
the Grund Hotel, a httle over a month ago, 
1 had been stopping there, but was out of 
employment, had previously been 
secvnd offices of thes 8. Diamond. Accus- 
ad and T occupied a double-beddud room, 
He apoke to me in the bed-room aud asked 
me if Thad any employment, or what 
business f jallowed, I suid I wag a seafar- 
ing man and he asked wo if I would like 
a situation, I oaid Yes. Ho said he 
wanted some men and that he would pay a 
guod aulary toa gavd maw, T asked tim 
what the position was, and he told me it 
was in the Customs. I then said T did 
not know anything about the Oustoms, 
but would be glad to get a position if it 
suited me. He told me there were 
men who would show mo what duties 
I was to perfurm, and that they 
would principally bu to take charge 
of a numbor of Chinese and see that they 
did their work properly. Ie thea asked if 
I wanted any money or know where I could 
get auy more inen, 1 said Teonid get some 
more. He then told me that he wanted 
some furniture, nawed the kind be wanted, 
and askod me if,J would buy it for him. I 
suid [ would. Hegave me the money and 
asked if E could gut it ab once. 1 said T 
would. I bought tho furniture, and took 
it where he directed. Ho told mato meet 
him that evening at seven o'clock aad let 
him know what men I had got. I met him 
and told him I had seven mea, that they 
wanted to know what their salaries would 
ve, and that they wanted a certain 
advai.ce to olear them from the board- 
ing-honse, He gave mo money tu 
vay their advance, and esked me to 
nest him the next morning at 7 or 7.30, I 
met him, Ue auid he had some arms that 
were to ba packed up, and he wanted 
aome one to look after them, ao that he 
would wot be cheated. I oyrecd to do 
this. I wont to a gunemith's indicated by 
accused, and saw the arms in thelr boxes, 
I saw them nailed up and the number 
placed on each box, He thon asked nie, 
na far as Tecan remenber, to hunt up.some 
moro neo, which £ did. [ told bim I 
wunted sume nora muney, which ho gave 
we, and asked moto moet him that evening 
abont the same time as before. He told me 
to get what men I could and let him kaow 
the number, so that he could get their tick- 
ets, as he wanted to start ag avon aa posal. 
ble. T mat him next morning and told him 
Thad 19 men in all. He told mete get 
tickets and take the frst steamer that was 
going. Ho gave mo the money, and I tovk 
tickets by the Amoy. The first steamer 
poing was the Chiyuen, but the O.M.S.N. 
Qo. would vot acl the tickets by her, 
therefore took the next stoamer leaving, 
which was the Amoy, ‘That evening after 
buying the tickets I found accused had 
gpno in the Chiyuen. I did not at that 
thuc Know his natno, 1 told some of tho 
mon about this, and some of them asked 
for more money und for a guarantee, which 
I could not givethom. 1 told them they 
knew o3 much about itasI did, Some of 
tho men said they would go, and others re- 
fused. Five men and L decided to go on 
and seo the end of it, Their namea are 
Oswoll, Keen, Read, Macgregor and Mor. 
riaon. Iwont back to the gnosmith’s to 
aee if accused bal left gay messago for ms. : 
A note telling mo to come on at once, and 
that if E didnot J should find myself“look. 
ed up, Was giventome. A Chinese dates- 
tive was watching me. A faw minutes later 
I wag artested. by Detective Green, He ask- 
ed mo what I was doing with alt those arme, 
Lsnid I was doing uothing, Bo osked where 
they woregoing, and i said Chinkiang. Ho 
asid Twas working a nice game and that I 
was in for it and would have to go to the 
station, .I said I was quite willing to‘go.’ 
I went with him tothe head detoctive’s

The firstduy Tsaw 
him in Hongkong he was wearing a, long 
groyish béard.; lator on in Rongeord he 
appeared as he does now, Ho explained to 
me that there was some one in Hongkong 
whom he did uot wish .to sea him. When 
T first 2aw him nt the Central Hotel I asked 
him what was tha matter and if'we wero 
going: on. Ho said he thought’ wa could 
not do auy moro, aud that he was ont of 
the Custuma himaclf, but that ho waa work- 
ing for Sir Robert Hart, On my accond, 
visit I told him that the men I had engaged 
wore dissatisfied and that they wanted to 
know who was going to send them back 
whence thoy came. Ho said ho was unable 
to help them. I had to be satisfied with 
that. Next time I saw_him, I told him tho 
men had lodged a, complaint with. the 
Consul, and‘T asked ‘him to give the mon 
something to enable them either to get 
pack or talivo here, Ho told mo that he 
had no ‘monoy ond was uuable to’ do 
what I asked. On this occasion’ I told 
him that Thad got a alup (the Zilaria) 
uud that I was going away. Altogether ac- 
evaed gavo mo bout $1,000 in Hongkong. 
J took a pass for 19 men at Hongkong, I 
did not know aot that time thot somo of 
them would not'go, I did not pay for the 
pass at that time, but came back’ to the 
mon and told them that they would have 
to make themselves as comfortable as they 
could on board tho ship, but that there 
wero no sleeping apartments, Thon‘ most 
of them backed out, Mason told ie that 
ho wanted 100 men if he could got them. 
He said thera was another man, named 
Smith, at work picking up men. I gather. 
od that Sinith was Mason’s superior. I 
saw a man whom I supposed to be Smith, 
He asked mo who was looking after the 
arms, Isaid Iwas, He told mo that his 
name was Smith, and asked mo: who had 
engaged me. I told him -T-had “been 
engaged by a man at tho Grand Hotel, and 
ho said ‘All right. I know the gentl.- 
man. This was at the gunsmith’s, in tho 
morning, He was o short man, with » 
dark brown board, which I thought-belong- 
ed to him. From hiy syesch I tcok him to 
be a Gorman. ‘I do not know if ho stopped: 
at the Grand Hotel. It is kept by a 
Chinaman with an English wito.* The 
largest. sum I had at ono timo from 
accused was $700 or $8U0. I left $500 
with the wife of the propriotor of the 
Grand Hotel, one night, The money wns 
principally in largo notes. There was one 
note for $500, and thera wore othor 
nates for $100, $5) and $25. Mason gave 
me no account of himself exoopt that he 
was in tho Customs. My wagos ware to be 
$950 a month, and the man’s wages 8100. 
When 1 went buck to tho gunsmith’s shop 
und found that accused and the arma had 
gone, | was shown 20 revolyors which I 
itud left cut of the cases tha day before un- 
der instructions from accused, which 1 wos 
told wore forme. Hoe said each man was 
to have a revolver in case there: was a dis- 
turbarica with the Ohinese when we landed, 
as we should land where we wanted, and it 
would ba necessary to have tho revolvers to 
protect ouraolves on landing, I thought 
wo wore going to land near Chinkiang. I 
anderstood that where he wanted to land 
there was a shoal, and that if wo landed 
below that place the Chiucey might oppose 
as. Ido not know if ho meant the Chi- 
nese on shore or on thesteamer, He asked 
whether, if the steamer did not land us 
whore we wanted, we could compel the cap- 
tain todo so, without injuring anyone. 
told him I did not think wo could, and thot 
iv would be placing us in a dangerous 
position if we tried to do anything of the 
kind. Ho did not inaist on it, Whon tho 
revolvers wero shown to ma, I asked the 
shopkeaper to give mo money for them, and 
told him I would deliver tho money instead 
of the guns. He gave mo $10. Van cer- 
tuin Mason and Smith were not the sama 
persou. Mason wore spectacles 5 the other 
iman did not, Accused never told mo his 
name, and I did not ask him what it was. 
One of the men, Oswell, went with me to 
the guoamith’s and [ showed him to acoused, 
I know the Victoria Hotcl. To wy know. 
ledgo I never inet a German there named 
Ditring. I paid away all tho money I 
received frum accused.
